Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: The reconsideration after final has been thoroughly studied by this examiner. However, it does not place 
the application for allowance after final action because: 

Current parent Claims 1,2,5 and 9 as well as their dependent Claims 7 and 10 are not amended at all so far, they are thereby still 
fundamentally covered by those arguments as discussed in the final office action. As discussed earlier, they are involved in using the 
combination of CH2=CF-Rf- moiety and the claimed fluoroalcohol to prepare a fluorinated monomer so as to obtain some advantages or 
unexpected results (as Applicants alleged) from its polymers in comparing with other conventional fluoropolymers having hydroxyl or other 
functional group(s). Each of the two references is silent about using the claimed monomeric moiety CH2=CF-Rf- in view of the elected 
Species (2) for a = 1; XI = X2 = H, X3 = F. 

First, Applicants have presented several reasons why "CH2=CH-CH2- and CH2=CH-(CH2)n- moiety are not functionally equivalent 
and interchangeable with CH2=CF-Rf- moiety" (see pages 3-4 of Remarks). 

Secondly, Applicants may further presented on pages 4-5 of Remarks that no motivation to combine the references in two 103 
rejections. 

Thirdly, Applicants have presented some evidence with examples and particularly in Table 1 as unexpected results (see pages 6-8 of 
Remarks). 

In view of complexity, Examiner will need time so as to be able to throughly consider Applicants' arguments. New consideration and 
maybe new search is thereby required to be sure of all the above at least three questions being throughly answered. 
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
